The ſtate of the Caſe ( as is was prov'd at New-Tork) is particularly thus, viz, When 
Capt. Nicholſon in February,- 1688, was Lieutenant Goyernor of. New-York, he had an 
account by Andrew Grewerord, that. His preſent Majeſty, was arrv'd in England : Where- 
upon the ſaid Capt. Nichol/ou ſhew?*d a great dillike to thax News, and would do nothing 
in favour of the then Prince 'of . Orange's Intereſt. Some. time: after, Capt. Nicholſon was 
inform'd by perſons thar cams from Nei: That ſch as were well-affe&ed to the 
Proteſtant Intereſt, had ſeiz'd :Sir Edmund Androſs, the. then Governor of New-England 
and New-York, 8c, and ſome others in Authority under him; and declar'd for the then 
Prince of Orange. As foon as Capt. Nichelſar received this News from New-England, he 
turn'd the Guns in the Fort upon the Town, and call d a: Council of Civil and Military 
Officers, in which Council he then produc d.his Commiſſion from King Fames, and de- 
clar'd he would ſtand by that Commiſtion. ( And atthefametime he without giving any 
publick notice to that Council, privately diſpatch'd a. Meſſenger for England.) 


Some ſhort time after this, the Militia and Inhabitants of New-York, who were well-- 


affected tothe Proteſtant Interelt, unanimouſly took Arms, and ſeiz'd upon the Fort, and 
demanded of Capr. Nicho!/on the Keys thereof ; which he did thereypon deliver. 


The Militia and other Inhabirants thus in Armsdeclar'd for the then Prince of Orange, 


and Proteltant Intereſt ; and the Captains of the Militia ( of which Capt. Leiſter was 
one ) by turns commanded in the Fort. Þ wn 

Some time after this , Capt. Nichol/2n being at' NewsYork ( but not ating in the Go- 
vernment then as before, under the Command of the Militia ) there came: News that 
King Milian: and Queen Mary in Ergland, were declar'd King and Queen of England, 
 &c. ſoon after which Capt. Nicholſon left New-York. ' ; ia 20 

The Militia having ( as before obſerv'd-) the Goyertument in their Hands ,. and by 
ſome Ships, (but.not from Authority) receiving the-Prgclamation,wherein the King and 
' Queen were Proclaim'd, the Captains and Inhabitants-Proclaim'd K, F.'and Q. 24. and 
thereupon Writ circular Letters to all parts,to chuſe Repreſentatives for a General Af 
' bly upon-that Jun&ture, which was accordingly dane 3: 2nd in Fwne 1689, that /
